GETTING THE FORCES IN LINE. 


TEE WORK OF CANDIDATES AXD THE FOLLOW- 
ERS THIS MORNING. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—The most re- 
markable contest, in the opinion of old and 
experienced Congressmen, for the office of 
Speaker of the House of Representatives that 
has ever taken place for many years, reached 
the stage of its last day this morning with no 
material change in the stubborn situation. 
The attack on Mr. Springeér’s forces, de- 
signed to bring about the withdrawal of the 
Illinois candidate, continues, but Mr. Spring- 
er said this morning that he will not be 
forced to retire by defections in his. own 
ranks; that he was still resolved to stand by 
his colors and go before the cancus. His fol- 


lowers have adopted the red pink as 
their distinguishing mark and his 
loyal supporters adorned their lapels 


from a bowl of these flowers in the Springer 
parlor. Mr. Wike of Illinois, one of the lead- 
ers in the break in the State delegation, 
called on Mr. Springer early in the morning 
and Mr. Springer said he did not wish any 
complimentary votes on the first ballot which 
were not cast in earnest, as he wished to 
grow and not decrease in strength with the 
progress of balloting. Messrs. Fithian and 
Forman said this morning they had decided 
to vote for Mr. Mills trom the start, but a 
reconsideration of this determination may 


take place before voting begins. 
THE ILLINOIS DELEGATION, 

The Illinois delegation will hold a meeting 
laterin the day, the result of which is very 
much in doubt. A great deal of indignation 
is expressed by Mr. Springer’s warmest sup- 

orters at the abandonment of his canvass 

y members of his State delegation. A prop- 
osition is under discussion to hold the bolters 
in line or to checkmate their plans by an 
agreement between the most loyal followers 
of Illinois’ favorite son and members of the 


Indiana delegation that unless the 
Tllinots delegation stands by Mr. 
Springer for a certain number of 
ballots they will vote for Mr. Crisp. 


A large crowd was assembled at Mr. Spring- 
er’s headquarters quite early this morning 
to learn the latest phase of the defection in 
the home ranks of the Illinois candidate, 
Many rumors were afloat regarding the prob- 
able division of his adherents, but when Mr. 
Springer appeared at 9:30 he speedily imbued 
his devoted followers with roseate hue. ‘‘My 
name will be presented to the caucus by Gen. 
Newberry,’’ said he, ‘‘and I expect to 
remainin the fight until a nomination is 
mate. Even should a number of the Ill- 
nois members desert me after the frst 
baliot, I expect seven or eight to re- 
main with me to the end and “these 
with the assistance of | loyal supporters 
will make me a factor In the raceuntlia 
break comes from some of the other candi- 
dates.’’

At Mr. McMillan’s headquarters there was

Details of Yesterday’s Dynamite Horror 
in New York. 


RUSSELL SAGE RECOVERING FROM HIS 
SLIGHT INJURIES. 


Nothing Known Yet Concerning the Bomb 
Thrower—Corrected List of Killed and 
Injured in St. Paul’s Calamity—Particu- 
lars From the East Thompson Disas- 
ter—An Era of Horrors. 


NEw YorK, Dec. 5.—The streets around the 
wreck of the Arcade Building are crowded 
with curious lookers-on, while the Building 
Department is arranging the necessary re- 
pairs. The police keep everybody out ‘of the 
building. Mr. Osborne, the only clerk of Mr. 
Sage who escaped unhurt, is engaged this 
morning recovering scattered papers. 

Among the documents is the check which 
young Robertson had with him when he was 
mangled by the explosion. It is covered 
with blgod and two holes were blown through 
it. It was for $9,000, and is drawn in favor of 
Sage to pay for Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
bonds, 

At 10 o’clock this morning Mr. Osborne, 
chief clerk of Russell Sage, said that arrange- 
ments had been made for the temporary 
transaction of the business of Mr. Sage’s 
office at the office of Caldwell & Bunker, 
brokers, on the second floor of No. 64 Broad- 
way. Mr. Osborne had a force of young men 
at work overhauling a great pile of rubbish, 


packing up valuable papers, which 
the explosion had scattered all 
over the place. The 100 +=shares 
of c., B. & Q. stock, which Mr. 


Sage’s clerk was about handing to Clerk Rob- 
inson in exchange for a $9,000 certified check 
when the explosion occurred, were found 


at an early hour this morning. 
Mr. Osborne said he was looking 
for a permanent office, but had not 


yet found a suitable place. At Messrs. Cald- 
well & Bunker’s office it was said that Mr 

Sage’s name had been transferred to thet. 
tape, and that all inquiries should be directed 
there for the present. Mr. Osborne, they 
said, was formerly attached to that office, 
and on that account, as well asa disposition 
to extend all possible courtesy to Mr. Sage, 
they were glad to give their facilities for the 
use of the firm. The men who were injured 
by the explosion at 41 Broadway yesterday 
were mostly doing well this morning. 

C. W. Osborne, who is at the Chambers 
Street Hospital snffering from a compound 
fracture of the skullanda lacerated wound 
of the neck, passed arestful nightancd was 
comparatively bright and cheerful this morn- 
ing. Heissaldtohave a fair chance of re- 
covery. 

Mr. Washington E. Connorsaid: ‘‘I called 
on Mr. Sagethis morniugat his house and 
found him looking qute bright and cheerful. 
He will be all right in a few days I think. 
There is no truth in the rumor that any 
bonds were lost either by Mr. Sage or myself. 
What papers were scattered on the floor 
were picked up again, andare all right and 
we won’t lose a dollar save by the destruction 
of office and furnitere.’’ 

Frank Robertson, the young clerk of Imbrie 
& Co., brokers, who lives at Bergen Point, 
passed a quiet night at the hospital, and his 
condition is spoken of encouragingly. His 
right eye has been removed, but the doctors 
hope to save the other one, His other injuries 
are not regarded serious enough to cause ap- 
prehension, 

Win. R. Laidlow, a clerk of John Bloodgood 
& Co., bankers, who wasin Mr. Sage’s office 
when the explosion occurred, is doing well at 
St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

Inspector Byrnes is exerting himselfto try 
and iocate the identity of ™“‘Wilson,’’ 
‘*Lioyd’’ or ‘*‘Walsh,’’ the bomb-thrower, 
The entire detective force has been pressed 
into service, and before the day is over the 
Inspector expects to have some material in- 
formation to give out. . 

LOST SECURITIES. 

Mr. Sage is a large lender of money and the 
uneasiness which was aroused by the wreck- 
ing of his office wasnot irrational. The se- 
curities could have been replacedin time, 
but the delay which might have _ resulted 
from the destruction of them might have 
caused serious inconvenience to even strong 
firms. It wasareliefto discover that there 
will be no complications on this account. The 
securities which happened to bein his office 
at the time were believed to have been placed 
n the safes of the Manhattan railway in ad- 
joining offices on the same floor, and the only 
loss Of this kind was thoughtto have beena 
certificate for 100 shares of stock which was 
just being delivered onacall. Inthe search 
for human remains, however, the firemen 
threw about the office or out of the windows 
into Rector street such papers as lay with 
the wreckage, not noticing that some of 
them were stocks and bonds and other valu- 
able documents. They were still at that 
work when Capt. McLaughlin and detectives 
from headquarters cautioned them to pre- 
serve all papers foundand laythem aside 
with care. 

INCIDENTS OF THE DISASTER. 

‘*I saw my friend B. F. Norton, o f 
Sage’s clerks, when he was blown 
banker’s office out into Rector stre@ said 
James G. Cartwright, an employe of the 
American Express Co. ‘‘I was passing the 
corner of Rector streetand Broadway, hay; 
ing just left the Arcade Building. I had 
called there to see about a social engage- 
menht Ihad with him. Wewere to have at- 
tended a card party at Far Rockaway to- 
morrow evening. When I heard the explo- 
sion I turned and looked toward the Arcade 
Buliding and I saw a man blown out of one of 
the windows on the second story. He landed 
in the street in a heap and lay there motion- 
less. As soon as the smoke and dust had 
cleared away I hastened tothe spot where I 
saw the man fall and discovered that the vic- 
tim was my friend Norton. His face was 
bloody and badly disfigured, There were 
rents in his clothes, part of his trousers be- 
ing torn away. His body was filled with 
splinters and he was unconscious. I as- 
sisted the police in getting him into the hos- 
pital and went with him. remained there 
until 1:300’clock, when he died.’’

A CORRECTED LIST OF THE KILLED AND IN- 
JURED. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I1., Dec. 5.—The most ex- 
traordinary wreck in this country Is still caus- 
ing much speculation at East Thompson, 
Conn., where it occurred. Within five 
months four trains, two freights and two 
passengers..were piled up ina heap. The 
trains were the Norwich boat train, the Long 


Island and BPastern States express, the local 
Southbridg, freight andthe eastbound Bos- 
ton freight. The eastbound train first 
smashed intothe localandthey both were 
smashed, then the Long Island express 
crashed into both and through the whole 
pile the boat train plunged and then went to 

leces. Fire added its horror tothe scence, 
cngineer Harry Tabor of the Long Island 
express, his fireman, Jerry Fitzgerald, and 
the unknown man who wasin the sleeper of 
the train at the time ofthe accident, arethe 
Killed. The injured are Engineer Wild of the 
night freight, 212,eastbound ; Fireman Boyce, 
also ofthe 212; both seriously injured; En- 
gineer Burley and Fireman Lowden ofthe 
boat train; a man pamed Chandler of Chest- 
nut Hill, Boston; ex-Messenger Marshall of 
the boat express, shoulderini". , Baggage- 
master Chase of the boattrain. ‘the four en- 
gines are totally destroyed. Two of them 
were in the center of the flames.

War Vessels Placed to Meet a Sudden 
Call. : 


THE CONTENTIOUS BEPUBLIC SEEMS 


BENT ON A ROW. 


Almost Certain no Indemnity Will be Paid 
for the VAlparaiso Massacre—Progress 
of the Inquiry—The Oruiser Boston at 
Montevideo—Capt. Schley’s Futile Pro- 
tests—South American Notes. : 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—Formal orders 
were issued to-day directing Acting Admiral 
Walker to proceed at the earliest practicable 
moment with the Chicago, Atidita and Ben- 
nington to Brazilian waters and assume com- 
mand of the South Atlantic Station. These 
vessels are now at Hampton Roads. 

Rear Admiral Walker was at the Navy De- 
partment to-day making the final arrange- 
ments tor departure from home waters. He 
will join the squadron to-morrow and expects 
to weigh anchor on Monday evening next. 
The only cause for§delay will bein getting 
a number of long-service men to replace 
those on the Chicago whose terms expire 
within the i sxt few months. 

Telegrams were sent to the principal re- 
cruiting houses to-day to send all the avail- 
able recruits at once to that vessel. The 
main purpose in sending these additional ves- 
sels tothe South Atlantic is unquestionably 
on account of the Chill affair. The Brazilian 
troubles are of secondary importance but af- 
forded a sufficiently convenient excuse for 
getting an additional naval force within easy 
reach of Chill. The squadron will rendez- 
vous at Montevideo, Uruguay, the present 


headquarters of the South Atiant- 
ic station. This being the yellow 
fever perlod in Brazil, the fleet will 


probably steer as clear as possible from that 
coast unless some trouble should arise re- 
quiring the admiral’s presence at Rio. His 
fleet will then comprise five vessels—the 
Chicago, Atlanta, Bennington, Yantic and 
Essex. Once at Monter “eo these vessels 
will be within easy read w»; Chili, and at 
the same time be on hand to look after 
interests in Brazil should any rupture 
occur. 

It is not going toofarto say that the ad- 
ministration is now pretty well copvinced 
that a satisfactory answer will not be made 
by Chili to the demands for indemnity, and 
that these vessels may soon be needed to 
join in a demonistration for bringing Chili to 
her senses. The President, it is understood, 
will take a pretty firm stand in his message 
on this Chillan matter, The subject was dls- 
cussed at great length at the Cabinet meet- 
ing to-day, resultingin the approval of the 
position taken by the President, which, in 
effect means that the administration is pre- 
pared to insist upon its demand for full 
reparation and an apology if Congress sees 
fit to authorize a resort to extreme measures. 

The present movement in sending Admiral 
Walker’s fleet tothe South Atlantic is in a 
measure anticipatory to Congressional action 
in the matter. Shouldit be decided to use 
moral suasion in bringing about the desired 
end, there {s little doubt that Admiral Walker 
would be sent to Chilian waters and placed in 
command of the forces that could be concen- 
trated there.

The Actress Sues Her Husband on @ 
Double Charge—The Parade of Their 
Unclean Lives Commenced To-Day—" 
Unique Defense Set Up—Sir Charles 
Russell for the Petitioner. 


Lonpow, Dec. 5.—London 1s certainly hav- 
ing a surfeit of separation and divorce cases. 
The Russell case is no sooner ended than the 
scene shifts, revealing turther marital tnfe- 
licities.

Miss St. John charges that since her mar- 
riage to the gentleman he has treated her in 
& most cruel manner and that he has been 
criminally intimate with other women. The 
case Came up to-day before Mr. Jeune, in the 
divorce division of Her Majesty’s High Court 
of Justice. Sir Charles Russell appeared for 
the petitioner and Mr. C. F. Gill for the re- 
spongent. Mr. Gill admitted that the charge 
of adultery was true, but claimed that it had 
not occurred until after Miss St. John had 
deserted her husband. 

Sir Charles Russell stated that Mauritius ana@® 
Miss St. John fell inlove with each other 
when they were both married persons. They 
so far forgot their duties to their respective 
partners that the procuringofa divorce by 
Mrs. Maurius and another by Miss St. John’s 
husband was rendered necessary. After these 
divorces had been granted Mauritius married 
Miss St. John, The couple did not live hap- 
pily and scenes of violence were frequent be- 
tween them, Finally, in September, 1888, 
Maurius Knocked his wife down and so 
abused her that, had it not been for the fact 
that her brother was in the house, there is 
no saying how his violence would have end- 
ed. After this trouble they no longer lived 
together as man ana wife. 

Miss St. John was called to the witness box 
to testify as to her charges. She sald she 
met Mr. Mauriusat the Strand Theater in 
1879. After he had been divorced fgom his 
wife and she from her husband) she married 
him, This was in 1885, In 1886 a child was 
born tothem. She had much reason to com- 
plain of Maurius’ intemperate habits in 1887 
and 1888. When he was drunk he was very 
vicious and insulting. The witness gave in 
detail a number of acts of cruelty on the part 
of the respondent.

LONDON, Dec. 5.—The Shanghal corre- 
spondent of the Times confirms the report of 
the defeat of the rebels, and says that their ~ 
reverse was so severe that they retired to 
the mountain fastnesses.

SEVENTY-FIVE MEN ENGAGED IN THE

Sheriff and Posse on the Way to the 
Scene — Mysterious Murder of Two 
Wyoming Ranchmen—Three Homicides 
in a Week—Burglars Crack a Bank 
Safe—Crimes. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 5.—Whisky flowed 
freely among the negro miners at Compton 
Mines jast night.

This mining camp harbors some of the 
most notorious desperadoes in the South. 
Negro gamblers from Memphis and other 
Southern cities are always attracted there 
after pay-days, and murdér is a matter of 
frequent occurrence. 

The Sheriff of the county has summoned a 
posse, and will attempt to arrest those en- 
gaged in the battle. fhere is, though, a 
probability that a confiict will occurr when 
the posse arrive at the camp. 

It is impossible yet to gather details of the

Officers have evidence against the murderers, 
and itis whispered around that the disclos- 
ure of the names will horrify and shock the 
entire State.

‘WIRESBLOWN DOWN 


High Wind Works Havoc With New 
York Electric Lines. 


Jeane” AND EQUIPMENT LAID LOW 
ALONG THIRTEEN BLOCKS. 


An Unprecedented Windstorm in the 
Metropolis—Blizzards and Snowstorms 
Throughout the Northwest—Buildings 
Unroofed at Tipton, Io.—Gales on the 
Chesapeake—Raging Elements. 


NEw York, Dec. 5.—Out of the east there 
came a great wind with much rain yesterday 
afternoon just before 5 o’glock. It lashed 
the East River into foam, andasit tore up 
through the.cross streets it caught up loose 
Signs and tiles and such thingsand made 
playthings of them. 

Between Twenty-sixth and Thirty-ninth 
streets, on First avenue,, it found bigger 
game. There are no electric subways in First 
avenue yet, and the tworows of tall poles, 
each wit® many cross-arms, line each curb, 
and each was heavily freighted with wires. 
From Twenty-fourth street to Thirty-ninth 
street the wires on the west side of the ave- 
nue were telegraph and telepnone, but on the 
east side the polls were heavier and held a 
great system of electric light wires. Every 
pole had ten cross-armsand they held about 
seventy wires. Forty or moreof these be- 
longed to the East River Electric Lighting 
Co., fifteen or'twenty to the Brush Co. and 
hulfa dozen tothe Manhattan Co. They all 
carried high tension currents, those of the 
East River for arc lights and the others for 
incandescent lights, The wind caught 
this mass of wires. They sung as it 
whistled among them, the poles swayed 
back and forth for a minute and then 
the whole line from Twenty-sixth street to 
Thirty-ninth street went over with a crash, 
catching, asina net, every vehicle that was 
in the street. Where the bréak began is hard 
totell, That they all went nearly together is 
certain, for folks in houses along the avenue 
heard butone big crash. Some thought it 
was a boiler explosion, and others that the 
gas works at Fortieth street had blown up. 
There were two poles toa block. They fell 
directly across the street. Where the taller 
orfes fell they carried their wires clear to the 
opposite curb. 

When the big pole at Twenty-sixth street 
fell there was a flash of vivid lightning from 
the wires, all sorts of brilliant-colored lights 
burst from the circuit box at Thirty-ninth 
street, and danger-fraught flashes of home- 
made lightning played from wiresto street, 
from end to end of the break. 

The car tracks offered the best conducting 
material, and these became charged with 
currents which shocked and burned horses 
and men whotouched them. The last pole 
that was broken was on the northwest cor- 
ner of Thirty-ninth street, in front of Mc- 
Laughlin & Co.’s store. It fell against the 
building, smashed the cornice and broke in 
the plate glass windows. There was $1,000 
worth of damage done here. 


THE STORM GENERAL. 


BLIZZARDS AND BLOCKADES REPORTED IN THE 
NORTHWEST. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—The anemoter in the 
weather office here indicated the highest 
velocity attained by the wind storm here 
yesterday was fifty-four milesan hour. Ac- 
cording to reports from the Northwest the 
blizzard of the past two days is still 
raging. : 

A special from St. Paul says: With but one 
exception every railroad running into St, 
Paul from the West and Northwest reports 
that its trains are either greatly delayed or 
tied up altogether. The Northwestern have 
trains tied up in South Dakota andthe Great 
Northern, and the Northern Pacific have 


trains strung all along their lines from Win- 
nipegto Jamestown and Moorhead. These 
spur lines are having a hard time of it, and 
owing to the heavy winds snow plows are 
making little headway. 

A report srom Northfield, Minn., says: That 
a blinding snow storm was drifted by a wind 
that blew with a velocity of forty miles an 
hour. The thermometer dropped forty 
degrees inan hour. Elendale, N. D., reports 
that the storm has raged for forty-eight 
hours, during which over a foot of snow has 
fallen. The snow is badly drifted and all 
railroad traffic stopped. Range cattle are 
said to be suffering badly. 

A special dispatch from Grafton, N. D., 
save: The blizzard rages with unabated force. 
susiness is entirely suspended, The snow in 
many places has been drifted until it reaches 
the house tops. All trains have been stopped. 

At Jamestown, N. D., the fall of snow isthe 
heaviest “for three years. Much suffering is 
reported among live stock, 


ON THE CHESAPEAKE. 
WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. §.—A violent wind 
storm swept over this city yesterday noon 
lasting for about three hours. The wind was 
accompanied by a hbeavy and blinding rain. 


On the river the storm was the worst. 
Thousands of wild ducks that find shelter and 
food on the low marsh lands were killed be- 
fore being able to escape the storm. The 
banks along the river were covered with the 
dead ducks. Old river men report the storm 
the heaviest in forty years. Small crafts of 
ill grades were blown to the shores and 
—_ of their decks were covered with dead 
ucks. 


BUILDINGS UNROOFED. 
Tipton, Io., Dec. 5.—A terrific rain and 
wind storm visited Tipton yesterday, doing 
considerable damage. Wires were blown 
down and buildings unroofed. On Jefferson 


Street the roof was blown entirely off the 
jarge brick bank building of Picken & Kemp, 
and on Main street the side walls of a three 

Story brick building were blown down. In 
addition tothis the roofs were blown down 
from three dwelling-houses in the eastern 
part oftown. Noone was injured.

His Last Thoughts Were for the Wel- 
fare of Brazil, 


CLAIMS FOR SUCCES:ION TO BE MADE 
BY COUNTESS D’EU, 


Scene at the. Death-Bed-—History of the 
Exiled Monarch—His Liberality Was 
Akin to Democracy— What He Did for 
His People and Country—His Last 
Words. 


Paris, Dec. 5.—Dom Pedro II., ex-Emperor 
of Brazil, died here late lastnight. He had 
been suffering from a complication of dis- 
eases and latterly had several severe chills. 
Last evening his fever increased and Drs. 
Charcot and Bouchard, his attending 
physicians, knew there were nohopes. At 
11 o’clock Dr. Charcot issued a bulletin 
stating that the fever of his aged patient was 
very high: Toward midnight the ex-Emperor 
breathed his last. His daughter, Princess 
Isabella, who is the wife of Count d’Eu, 
grandson of the late Louis Philippe of 
France, was with him. 

The accounts of the scenes at the deathbed 
of Dom Pedro show that tothe very last his 
thoughts were of the country over which he 
had solong ruled, and whose welfare, des- 
pite the treatment accorded to him and his 
family, he had so closely at heart.. 

The ex-Emperor was conscious to the end. 
Atalmost the last moment he exhorted the 
Countess d’Eu, his daughter, and formerly 
heiress apparent to the Brazilian throne, and 
her husband, to bear up against sorrow and 
to pray with him for the greatness and pros- 
perity of Brazil. 

The Countess d’Eu has no present intention 
to protest to the Brazillan Government 
against her exile fromthe country, but she 
maintains all herrightsin connection with 
the crown. Shesays sheisready to return 
to Brazil at the first summons sent her. 

The remains of Dom Pedro wlll be interred 
in the family vault at Lisbon. Before the 
body is taken from Paris a solemn requiem 
high mass will be celebrated in the Church of 
the Madeleine. 

Dom Pedro de Alcantara, ex-Emperor of 
Brazil, was born in Rio de Janeiro in 1815. 


Dom Pedro, Ex- Emperor of Brazil. 

He was the second Emperor of Brazil, suc- 
ceeding his father in 1831, Pedro de Alcantara 
abdicating in his favor. When crowned Em- 
peror he was but 16 years of age. In 1845 he 
married Princess Theresa Christina Maria, 
daughter of Francis I., Kingof the two Sic- 
lilies. By her he hada daughter who in 1871 
was made Regent during her’ father’s ab- 
sence, and from this regency the troubles 
that led to the expulsion of Dom Pedro are 
dated. He was regarded as both an able and 
a liberal Emperor, and during his reign slav- 
ery was abolished. In 1889 the memorable 
Brazilian revolution took place, and Dom 
Pedro was dethroned and banished. He 
wentto Portugal after his expulsion from 
Brazil,and has ever since resided on the 
continent. His health bas not been good for 
some time, 

Being a man of intelligence and liberality 

he governed Brazil with ability. The empire 
made progress under his administration. 
Railroads were built, slavery was abolisiied, 
finances placed on a soynd footin g and inter- 
nalimprovements actively carried on. The 
empire of Brazil was looked upon by most 
monarchs with envy as being one of the 
most firmly established royal hereditafy 
governments, consequently the world was 
Startled by the sudden and bloodless revolu- 
tion in 1889 which ousted the Emperor and 
substituted a republic of Brazilinstead ofan 
empire. 
The Gaulois, the organ of the Count of 
Paris, urges the government to honor the 
late Dom Pedro by giving him royal obse- 
quiés. It cites as a precedent for such action 
the case of the ex-King of Hanover, who 
upon his death was givena funeral marked 
by all the pare and circumstance which at- 
to ee burial of royalty. The newspapers 
ofa ades of political opinion concur in 
th stimation of the dead ex-ruler’s char- 
acumen they all print articles highly eulo- 
gis f him.

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NEW UNION DEPOT. 


Plans for the Sheds Perfected—The Work 
en] of Demolition. 


There has not been much said lately about 
the construction of the new Union Depot, but 
no time has been lost in arranging the pre- 
liminaries to letting contracts, competitive 
bids for which are to be delivered by Christ- 
mas, This information was received to-day 
from Mr. H. P. Taussig, chief engineer for 
the Union Depot, Commissioners appointed 
for the condemnation of property selected 
for the depot site, having made their report 
awarding damages, and the company having 
deposited in court an amount of money equal 


tothe damages claimed, possession of the 

remises in dispute will be obtained within 
the next thirty days, and from that time oe, 
if not sooner, old bricks and mortar dust wil 
be flying all over the city blocks set apart for 
the depot site, until there has not been left 
one brick upon another over the vast area of 
ground that is to be improved upon such an 
expensive scale. Dr. Taussig, who was also 
seen toascertain from him what progress 
was being made with the new nion 
Depot enterprise, said that it was 
being pushed with all — speed, and 
that within three months from now the 
whole space would be cleared or the old 
buildings and the debris that now encumbers 
it. The Missouri Street Railway Co.’s old 
stables on Market street had already been 
razed to the ground, and contracts are now 
| being entered into for the removal of the old 
brewery building and its machinery at the 
southwest corner of Eighteenth ana Market 
streets, There are some immense sub-cellars 
formerly used for beer vaults under the old 
building, and onginoces are now engaged in 
making a thorough examination of these sub- 
terranean caverns to determine to what 
extent they will interfere with the founda- 
tions for the new depot—whether the vaults 
may be built over with safety, or whether 
they will have to be torn out and the new 
foundations started from their base. 

While this work has been going on and the 
condemnation commissioners were preparing 
their report which was filed a few days since, 
plans and detail specifications for the train 
sheds have been completed, and they are 
ready to be placed inthe hands of contractors 
anxious to Wid upon the work. These plans 
for the train sheds were designed by George 
H. Pegram. Theodore Link, who won the 
competition prize for the best plan for the 
new depot building which has been Illustrated 
so frequently that most citizens are familiar 
with its general ap earance, is busily at 
work upon the detall drawings for the main 
structure, and it appears, as Dr. Taussig 
Says, that all parties engaged upon the work 
in any way are pushing as fast as the law's 
delay and circumstances will permit. It ts 
provided by city ordinance, that the new 
depot, which will cost near $1,000,000 shall be 
completed within three years from last March, 

From Mr. H. P. Taussig it was learned that 
the train shed ts designed to cover an area of 
nearly ten acres of ground. It is to be 700 
feet long and 606 feet wide, equal toan area 
of 424,200 square feet; one roof covering the 
whole immense space. The main building, 
fronting 450 feet by a depth of 80, will be 
erected on the south side of Market street, 
and that structure, with the train shed of 
such huge proportions will occupy the whole 
area between Eighteenth and Tweutieth 
streets, and from the south line of Clark av- 
enue to Market street. The genera! appear- 
ance of the train shed will be a continuous 
arch, rising 20 feet overthe track levels on 
Eighteenth and Twentieth streets, the high- 
est or center arch being 110 feet above the 
tracks. The north line of this great shed 
will be fifty feet south of the rear line of the 
depot building, tu form a court or passage 
way to the different gates that give access to 
the various platforms between the 22 tracks 
that bave been arranged for. Thetracks will 
extend north within 70 feet of the rear 
of the main building, leaving a space 
of 20 feet inside the fence before reaching the 
end ofthe tracks. This system of 32 tracks 
will’ enter the shed on a Y about 200 feet 
south of Randolph street and then spread 
out in fan shape the full width of the prop- 
erty from Eighteenth to Twentieth street. 
They are to be spaced in groups. Twotracks 
will be placed 12 feet apart between 
centers and where platforms exist the tracks 
will be 22 feet apart. There will be five lines 
of columns to support the trusses designed 
to carry the roof that tis to Inclose this space. 
A line of columns will be arranged on 
Eighteenth and Twentieth streets and three 
intermediate lines will be placed between 
the tracks. These columns will carry three 
spans of 140 feeteach and two spans of 93 
feet each in the central position, 60 feet being 
the distance between columns. It Its esti- 
mated that this train shed will cost not less 
than $250,000. The first work in its con- 
struction will be the placing of stone piers 
on concrete foundations co tors: a base for 
the iron columns that are to carry the trusses 
which will support the roof.

PRACTICAL TARIFF REFORM. 

Representative CoomBs of the Third 
New York District will introduce a resolu- 
tion instructing the House Committee of 
Ways and Means how to get up a reformed 
tariff scheme. It would be possible to 
formulate a bill in accordance with the 
Coombs plan which would be very meri- 
torious. ; 
In brief he proposes a free list schedule 
including all raw materials necessary in 
the manufacture of goods; a schedule to 
include all articles which ought not to pay 
a duty exceeding 10 per cent; a schedule of 
luxuries that will beara duty of 40 per 
cent, and a labor protection schedule con- 
taining all articles upon which a duty 
should be laid sufficient to cover the ad- 
ditional cost of producing those articles in 
this country as compared with the cost of 
producing them in foreign countries. The 
difference in cost of production is to .be 
shown affirmatively to the satisfaction of 
the committee by manufacturers seeking 
such protection. 
Itiseasy enough to outline an appar- 
ently unobjectionable scheme of tariff re- 
form like this, but the trouble is that it 
would rally and unite against its enact- 
ment all the power and influence of all the 
protected interests—all the beneficiaries of 
the present tariff. Would it not be ob- 
viously more politic to put each of these 
interests on its own defense in detail, and 
to decide each case of high duty upon its 
own merits? Some of the high duties im- 
posed by the McKinley tariff for the bene- 
fit of particular interests are a grievous 
burden to other protected interests, and 
would be cut down by votes for specific 
amendment bills that could not be had for 
any complete tariff reform-measure. 
It seems to us that the most direct and 
expeditious method of reforming the 
present tariff is by attacking its worst and 
weakest features in detail. 


Mr. GOULD says that he and RussELL

[MAY END TO-NIGHT. 


The Express Robbery Case Rumored to 
Have Reached Its Crisis. 


DETECTIVES SAID TO HAVE THE ROB- 
BERS SHADOWED AND LOCATED. 


To-Day’s Developments Point to the Pres- 
ence of the Gang in St. Louis—Supt. 
Damsel in Conference With the Adams 
Co.’s Attorney—A Frisco Employe’s 
Story. 


There are indications to-day that the Glen- 
dale train robbers have been tracked to St. 
Louis, almost certainly located here, that 
they are now being shadowed, and that 
within a very short time the ‘‘pinch’’ of the 
gang will be made and the sensational 
Frisco train robbery reach its final 
chapter. 

These indications are the facts that a sud- 
den and complete air of satisfaction, backed 
by a silence far more exaggerated than has 
heretofore been the case, has settled down 
over Supt. Damsel of the Adams Express Oo. ; 
that nearly all forenoon he has been closeted 
behind closed doors with Judge Henry D. 
Laughlin, the company’s atéorney; that the 
two Pinkerton detectives, just arrived, have 
had one significant consultation with Mr. 
Damsel, and have since disappeared from 
the sight of man; that the police 
are non-committal to the verge 
of absolute negation, and that 
through all this sudden change of atmos- 
phere beginning to-day, there run also un- 
mistakable signs of the most definite and 
purposeful activity yet shown in the case. 

Supt. Damsel himself talks laconically ina 
way calculated to intensify the impression 
that a climax has been reached, and that the 
**pinch’’ of the train robbers is the next pre- 
arranged act in the Glendale affair. 

**Suppose we had the train robbers dead to 
rights, but had not closed inon them,’’ he 
said to a Post-DISPaATCH reporter, ‘‘what 
would be the right thing todo? Tell the 
newspapers all aboutit? No, sir, the thing 
todo would beto keep as stillatongue in 
your head as you ever did in your life and say 
not a word until your man were bagged.’’ 

Acting presumably on this principle Supt. 
Damsel’s silence to-day would make hima 
star boarder inadeaf and dumb asylum. 
But the record of the day’s work {s interest- 
ing in inverse ratio to this all-around silence. 

A MORNING TRIP TO WEBSTER. 

This morning Detectives Viehle and 
Allender, accompanied by Adams Express 
Agent Calhoun, went outto Webster Groves 
to visit the spot where three express bags of 
valuable papers stolen from the Adams Ex- 
press safe in the Frisco train robbery Mon- 
day night were found yesterday by Constable 
John Fieldson of Central Township, The 
bags, with their contents, consisting of mer- 
cantile drafts, checks, deeds,etc., were turned 
over to Supt. Damsel of the Adams Express 
Co, this morning andare now in that 
official’s possession. Mr. Damsel declines 
to state the total value ofthe papers or to 
furnisha listof them, butit is known that 
the aggregate of value is quite large, reach- 
ing up to the many thousands of dollars, and 
indicating that the total booty secured by 
the robbers who parted with those securi- 
ties was in the nature of a gigantic haul, 
Had they not secured a  satis- 
factory amount of cash and of 
securities readily convertible into cash it is 
meee J thatthe robbers in their disappoint- 
ment would have held all the papers found 
yesterday where they had been thrown away, 
andrun the risk of negotiating at least a 
portion ofthem. The bags when found had 
had been cut open at the tops and the con- 
tents carefully examined before they were 
parted with by the robbers. 

To-day’s visit of the two detectives to the 
spot where the bags were found was for the 
purpose of investigating the only valuable 
feature of the find, viz., the clue given as to 
the direction taken by.the robbers. They will 
probably spend the entire day on this work, 
and it is thought will return to St. Louis with 
additional evidence bearing on the problem 
of the direction of flight of the robbers. 

It is believed that the result of this investt- 
gation will confirm the belief that is now 
current, that after successfully holding up 
the train, at least a portion of the yang 
boldly came to St, Louis, and have since been 
in hiding in this oy. This belief is un- 
doubtedly confirmed by evidence so far de- 
veloped, as also the further one that the men 
came in on horseback. It is stated as 
proof that they were mounted and not 
using a wagon, that had the latter 
been the case they would ‘never have 
stopped in their fight to examine the bags 
and leave them in one spot. but would have 
gone over the contents while the wagon was 
moving, and finally dumped the papers and 
bags out on the roadside gvithout the loss of 
time evidently caused by the an adopted. 
The spot where the bags were found is about 
two miles northeast of the cut where the 
’Frisco train was stopped and the robbery 
perpetrated. If indications of the return 
trip to St. Louis are found in to-day’s inves- 
tigation, the belief that the robbers are now 
hiding in St... Louis will receive still further 
support. 

ARRESTS SAID TO BE IMPENDING. 

There is also a development to-day show- 
ing that at least one employe of the ’Frisco 
road has been used in the work of shadowing 
certain ‘‘suspects’’ in St. Louis. A man 
known to be in the service of that road stated 
this morning in a down-town saloon that the 
entire gang of train robbers was now 
definitely located in .this. city, that 
they were being shadowed by the 
two Pinkerton detectives, and = that 
if the present arrangements were carried out 
the gang would be arrested to-night and 
Esoee behind the bars, charged with the 
slendale train robbery.

The Biberian Railroad. 
From Goldthwaite’s Geographical Magazine. 

A report has just been submitted by Col. 
Nicolai Voloshinoff of the Russian army, dis- 
cussing in detail the possible routes for the 
projected trans-Siberian rallway, and giving 
extremely valuable data respecting the navi- 
gability of the various Siberian 


Rivers. Three are singled out as 
most feasible. The first is an all- 
rail route, 4,994 miles long from Slatust 
to’ Vladivostok, estimated to cost 341,000,000 
roubles, equivalent to about §$170,000,000. A 
second route is from Tomsk to Stretensk, 
utilizing 60 miles of navigable water across 
Lake Baikal, thus saying nearly 200 miles 
of rallroad. From Streeensk the Iline 
would continue to VIRGVOROR. 
re) 
or §61,000,000. 
coincide 
with the second, except that it § in- 
volves the construction of the road around 
the southern end of Lake Baikal, and tn ad- 
dition an extension down the Amur to 
Jernayeva, 480 miles, and fromthe Amur to 
Viadivostok, making 2,900 miles, estimated at 
218,000,000 roubles, or $109,000,600. The two 
latter routes would be openon an average 
during six months of the year, while the first, 
being independent of .navigation, would be 
available at allseasons. Theestimatea time 
for passengers by this line from Viladi- 
vostok to Moscow is fifteen days. The im- 
portance of an early/ construction of this 
road, in spite of fs enormous cost, is 
urged with great emphasis in Col. Voloshin- 
off’s report. The losses which Russia would 
sustain in the eventof war without sucha 
communication with the Pacific would un- 
questionably so far exceed this first cost as to 
render it insignificant In comparison. It is 
fortunate that the military needs of the em- 
pire will in this case coincide with those of 
commerce, and tne trans-Siberian road will 
do infinitely more than the Sueg Canal toward 
developing Asia as a whole, and bring Asiatic 
commercial life into touch with that of 
European centers in the west.

DEADLY TYPHOID. 


he Illinois Board of Health Investigates 


the Disease. 


ITS GENERAL PREVALENCE AND THE 
CAUSES OF ITS SPREAD. 


The State Board of Health Collects Statis- 
tics From the Various Counties—The 
Disease Diminishing in Virulence— 
Steps Recommended for Purifying the 
Water—Spread by Means of Milk. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il., Dec. 5.—The State Board 
of Health bas been paying great attention to 
the subject of typhoid fever, which has been 
unusually prevalent inthe State, and has 
called for reports from the local health 
officials. Many have been received from all 
parts of the State, and while they show that 
the disease is decidedly less prevalent than It 
was during the early part of November, it is 
evident that the cases are much above the 
average in number. The Board 
of Health has carefully investigated 
the causes that have given rise to this condl- 
tion of affairs, and hascome tothe conclu- 
sionthatit is due to thelong drouth, and 
the consequent scanty and impure water sup- 
ply. The board is preparing a series of 
recommendations to be destributed through- 
out the State which, if followed, will very 
considerably abate the plague. Inthis con- 
nection the board again calis attention to its 
oft-repeated injunction concerning the dis- 
infection of the dejecta of typhoid fever pa- 
tients. A small quantity of this infectious 
matteris sufficient to poisonnot only the 
contents ofa well or cistern, buta running 
stream, and thus give riseto an outbreak 
among those who depend upon such source of 
supply. 

Another prolific source of the disease is the 
use of milk from cows that have drunk in- 
fested water. A series of experiments has 
proved that such milk is as poisonous, if not 
more so, than the tainted water itself. The 
use of such milk accounts for the appearance 
of typhoid fever in sections supplied with 
excellent water. Not only the miik, but also 
the butter and cheese made from it,conveys 
infection. The board recommends that in all 
cases where water is under the slightest sus- 
picion, that it should be carefully boiled be- 
fore use. Physicians are particularily cau- 
tioned totake all possible steps to prevent 
the spread of infection. With proper efforts 
and due care itis beileved that the disease 
can be rendered very rare.

“Gentleman Jim” Will Fight Any Man 
Who Cannot Meet Him. 


THE POMPADOUR PUGILIST YEARNS TO 
MAKE IMPOSSIBLE MATCHES. 


He Wants to Whip Charley Mitchell, Jack- 
son and Others— Malcolm Ford Will Not 
Contest His Father’s Will—S5routhers 
Will Stay With Boston—Racing on Va- 
rious Tracks—Sporting News. 


A boasting match between windy Billy 
Murphy of Australia and Jim Corbett of Call- 
fornia for the world’s championship would 
be of interest. After his draw with Peter 
Jackson Corbett claimed he had been robbed 
of the fight by not being allowed more time 
to whip his man (he was only allowed some- 
thing over four hours in which to do 
it) but when the big black in re- 
sponse challenged him to renew 
the contract at onceor ata later day, the 
pompadour pugilist respectfully declined. 
He would not fight anybody for a yearto 
come, Jackson left his challenge open for 
months without response. In the meantime 
the great wind and mirror fighter had gone 
East with a theatrical show and was soon 
filling the journals ofthat section with disser- 
tations on his fiendish desire to wipe Charley 
Mitchell off the face of theearth. Despite 
his determination not to fight for 
a year the California Cherub issued 
a challenge to fight Mitchell and posted a for- 
feit of $1,000. Peter Maher challenged Cor- 
bett at this time, but was informed that he 
was not worthy of consideration, so inferior 
was he to this phenomenal fighter from the 
Coast. Then came the news that Mitchell 
and Slavin would sail for America in a few 
days. Like a flash the scene changed. The 
forfeit which Corbett had posted to fight 
Mitchell was hauled down instantly and a 
match made with the despised Irish 
champion. It was a case of any port in 
a storm. Corbett thought Mitchell would 
be in this country inside of a fortnight and 
that he would be forced to fight the clever 
Englishman. Even Maher was acceptable as 
a means of escape from this dilemma. Next 
came the news tnat Slavin and Jackson had 
been matched. Corbett waited until this was 
confirmed and then he rushed into print with 
achallenge to the colored man whom he so 
persistently refused to meet before and 
whose forfeit he allowed to lay s0 
long uncovered. The Jackson-Slavin match 
assures Charley Mitchell’s remaining on the 
other side to handle Slavin, and now Corbett 
is once more filled with an awful desire to 
wipe up the earth with the English boxer. If 
anybocy doubts that the Californian is a 
great fighter or that he yearns to give Mitchell 
the most frightful whipping the latter has 
ever received, let him read the following in- 
terview published with Jamesin the Cincin. 
Dati Enquirer: 

*‘*Manager Brady thinks that I should goon 
to New York and make Billy Madden’s Irish 
champion either fight or keep still. Iamof 
the same opinion, and I will leave here for 
New York next Saturday night. You know 
that 1 put up a forfeit of $1,000 in support ofa 
challenge to fight any man inthe world. I 
meant the challenge for someof the big ones, 
like Sullivan, Jackson, Slavin or Mitchell, 
and had no idea that a second-rater like 
Peter Maher would accept it.’’ 

**Do you think he means it?’’ 

**No. Itis my opinion that Maher never 
had any idea of fighting me,’’ retorted Cor- 
bett. ‘‘It is only one of clever Billy Mad- 
den’s advertising-schemes. He has covered 
my money, however, and I have always 
made ita rule to pay attention to anybody 
who will make good what they say. Iwill go 
on to New York and if Maher is serious, 
which I very much doubt, I will sign articles 
to fight him for a big stake and a purse, to 
take place inside of three or four months. 
Maher, however, is only small game for me. 
Mitchell is the man I am after.’’ 

‘‘But if you are matched to fight Maher 
vvbed eb you manage to get on a match with 

‘Oh, I willdoanythingto get at English 
Chawlhe,’’ replied Corbett. ‘‘I would rather 
fight him than any man in the world. If 
Mitchelicomesto this country while I am 
matched to fight Maher, I will forfeit the 
money 1 have down with Maher, if it is 
hecessary to getona match with the Eng- 
lishman. If Mitchell comes over he will have 
to fight me or acknowledge himself a bluffer. 

**] will not let him get out of a match with 
me unless he backs out. I will spar him four, 
six, eight, ten ora dozen rounds, or I will 
fighthim to a finisu before any reputable 
athletic club. Ihavenofearabout my abil- 
itytowhip Mitchell. J know I can doit. 
Thisis not blow or bluster. I have seen 
Mitchell spar, andIknow all his angles. I 
only wanta chance tomeet him, and 1 will 
make good what I say. Iknow Mitchell will 
endeavor to get out of meeting me, but I 
want the newspapers toshow him up if he 
failsto accept my challenge. I have my 


money up. Money always talks. 1 want a 
fight with him, andI want him to faé@e the 


music In a manly, straightforward manner.’’ 
JACK DEMPSEY’S CAREER. 

It appears that poor Jack Dempsey has for 

the last time Jumped into a 24-foot ring -to 

handle the bunch of fives, says a Boston 


writer. Dempsey has not been a well man 
foralongtime. Atfirst he had a stomach 
trouble, but now It 1s said that he js suffering 
from consumption. His disease was noticed 
for the first time when he fought Bob Fitz- 
simmons at New Orleans. With the excep- 
tion, perhaps, of John L. Sullivan’s, the 
career of Jack Dempsey has been the most 
wondertul known in the annals of pugilism. 
It began about a dozen years ago. At 
that time Dempsey came to _ Boston 
practically unknown. He appeared in 
the old concert hall on Green street in 
a wrestling bout, having for his opponent, 
Frank Johnson. In those days Dempsey was 
lightand slim. For such a light-weight he 


saw. Dempsey came to the conclusion that 
there was no money to speak of in wrestling 
matches, so he became a boxer. His success 
was simply wonderful. He won the cham. 
pionship of the world as a light-weight. Then 
he gained weight rapidly, gave McAuliffe the 
championship, and became a middle-wefght. 
Again was his success wonderful. He de- 
feated all comers,in fact, won more real 
victories than any man in the world to-day. 


Dempsey was a good fellow and thorou ghiy 
liked by the sporting people of America.

This feature of Goschen’s proposal the 
Statist cordially indorses, and states its be 
lief that under his proposition to maintain 
the present system as long as the gold re 
serve in bank is only £22,000,000, and that 
when it reaches that amount that the bank 
be allowed to issue £1 notes of any 
amount, secured four-fifths upon gold and 
one-fifth upon securities—the gote

The Statist continues to the effect that to Its 
mind the best feature of the Chancelor’s 
plan is that under it the bank would have 
greater discretionary power to deal with 
momentary panics orcrises. It says the suc 
cess of the general plan will depend largely 
upon the attituue which the banks generally, 
and especially the country banks, assume 
toward it and the success of Mr. Goschen’s
